Gang, 

Inspite of numerous active regions on the sun, they have all been 
quiet producing only small (C-class) flares. Today was the crucial 
day for Field Day, as if a major flare occured today (thursday), 
the shock wave would have arrived here saturday-sunday to mess up 
the lower bands. That didn't happen, so things are looking good. 


Today's solar flux was 180, with 170-180 range for the Field Day 
weekend. Now that's pretty good, and guaranteed 10M will hopping 
with activity during daylight hours; 15M will be workable into the 
evening hours; 20M should be active "round the clock." These 
bands (20 to 10M) will have good skip propagation and low signal 
absorption due to good ionization in the E and F layers -- as 
indicated by the relatively high solar flux. 


Our Magnetic Field has also been fairly quiet (unsettled) 
conditions, meaning 80M and 40M will sound pretty much like they 
always do on a fairly good day. Some increase in background 
noise levels xmight*x occur by saturday-sunday due to a coronal 
hole on the sun rotating into position that could cause a slight 
increase in the solar wind velocity. This will not cause any 
storm conditions, just periods of slightly enhanced noise on the 
lower bands (40M and below). 


10M will be great too, but I wouldn't recommend calling "CQ FD" 
on it though :-) 


I'll post an update tomorrow when the daily RSGA report comes out 
in the event something occurs. But conditions look pretty good 
for a successful field day for low power operators on all bands. 


One of the hams here at work said he heard two VE beacons on 6M 
here in NM over lunch. So if you're a 6M freak or just finished 
your 2N2/6, conditions are fairly favorable for some good 6M work 
as well. 


And remember ... regardless of the numbers, solar flux this or 
K-index that ... much of the conditions actually seen on the band 
is a direct function of how many other hams are on as well. And 
guaranteed, nothing fills up the bands like Field Day. The bands 
WILL be hopping. In fact I've often wondered if 300,000 hams on 
field day don't create an ionization field of our own due to all 
the RF!

I have a wierd thing happening. I have several radios in the shack. They 
share a common (battery) power source but are set up to only use ONE 
antenna through a 6 place antenna switch (MFJ something or other).

This is a college text for 
undergrad EE students and it is a very thorough dissection of the NC-40. 


I have built two NC-40s, one was an original NorCal kit and the other 
was a Wilderness kit. Both went together flawlessly and worked first 
time. The Wilderness rig went around the States and Canada with me in 
1996 in the back of my Subaru Outback. Made quite a few contacts using 
the NC-40A and a Hamstick on the luggage rack.

Just a note on the MFJ antenna switches. 


I have found that they are not really well constructed, and the internal 
parts are subject to loosening with use. Then you get no switching at 
all, or intermittent operation. You have to open the switch up and 
tighten all the connections, but most often, the flimsy "feelers" don't 
have enough spring to be retensioned. 


I'd suggest you invest the $$ in a good switch. I've gone to 
Alpha-Delta switches, and while pricey, they are rugged.

One other advantage to 'masking' is the circuit board is now much 

less prone to swelling from moisture. Some people don't consider 

that a problem, but on the other hand, the Radio Shack COMP-100 

scanner was a nightmare from that issue. Otherwise it was a 

fantastic scanner. One of the best I ever had for sensitivity. But the 
boards would swell and crack the 'vias' (feedthroughs). I ended 

up 'baking' my boards for a day or so at about 120 degrees. Not 

hot, just over warm, but dry. I also soldered a piece of wirewrap 
through every single feedthrough, and made sure that on every pin 

if there were solder on the bottom, it also 'wetted' at the top. Boards 
that 'failed' came back to life, and once fixed, then 'dryed' I sprayed 
the bottom with clearcoat to at least keep new moisture from one 

side. And I never turned the thing off! 


It was a shame. 


In fact, I gave thought to making my own interface for the thing, as 
the boards that were the problem were all digital. The main board 
was actually pretty trouble free, and the interface for the digital 
boards was quite complete and easy to ‘hack' to. In fact, I probably 
would have, but the PRO-2001 scanner was quickly next, and it 

was light years ahead in functionality.

Hello Skip-- 


I doubt that it's a ground loops. Ground loops cause noise pickup, not 
intermittent loss of signal. Sounds like you've got an intermittent 
connection somewhere and putting a little RF (even 5 watts) through it 
clears it. Burns through the oxide or whatever. 


Ground loop. Take three pieces of equipment physically separated--set them 
on the points of a triangle. With coax, connect A to B, B to C and C to A. 
Now you have a ground loop around the perimeter of the triangle. Any 
[noise] field passing through that triangle will induce a current 
circulating around the shields of those three cables. By some mechanisms 
that I'm not that good at explaining, those noise signals can now be 
coupled into the signal path of your cabling. 


How do you combat this? I think a simple way is to visualize the loop and 
arrange equipment and cabling to minimize its area. For instance, instead 
of running the C to A cable by the direct route, route it with the C to B 
cable and then with the B to A cable. Or maybe your application could be 
arranged with just cables from A to B and A to C. Sort of like a "star" 
ground system--everything's a dead end so there's no opportunity for 


circulation. More complicated methods might be include using differential 
signals instead of single ended. But we're not going to redesign our 
equipment here. Maybe breaking the loop with a transformer would be 
beneficial. 


In instrumentation (low level signal) work, loops are bad whether or not a 
ground is involved. A good practice for twisted pair wiring entering a 
cabinet is to keep the wires together as far as possible. Don't separate 
them and create a loop between them or you'll cause noise pickup. 


Another common method for avoiding loops in instrumentation is to ground 
the cable shield at only one end. This works because the shield is not 
part of the circuit path. We have a twisted pair of wires providing the 
circuit path and the shield and its drain wire are for noise reduction 
only. With a multiple cable scheme, grounding those drain wires at both 
ends can create huge loops. So we leave them floating at one end. 


Hope this helps some. Sorry, I don't have any ready references. I have 
read about the subject in EPRI and IEEE papers and also had some training 
from noise reduction specialists. (I work at a power plant.)

They 
share a common (battery) power source but are set up to only use ONE 
antenna through a 6 place antenna switch (MFJ something or other). 
Consequently all radios except the one being used are powered off 
(although still connectd to the source). I notice specifcally with my k2 
and my Argo II that, they can appear to be low in output (desensed???) 
until I hit the key or the tune button, then the rig will come alive 
with signals. I'm making an assumption that I'm dealing with a ground 
loop. (I make lots of assumptions about a lot of things but this is the 
only one causing me trouble right now). Does anyone know of any good 
artcles on managing ground loops??? Even if its not the cause of this 
wierdness it might be nice to read up on the subject.

Of all of the great things technology as done for us (and to us), 
computer logging and especially dupe checking has got to rank as one of the 
greatest. 


Whenever I causally get into a contest without firing up a logging program, 
I assume my effort is going to be a "two page log" effort. Beyond that, 
it's just to much effort looking for dupes and I shut it down. 


Yes, I've used the old fashioned dupe sheets (underline once for WA, circle 
for WB, etc.). I even used one on QRPTTF. But that was a 50 QSO contest. 


By far, the biggest impediment to making QSO's in the last 8 or even 12 
hours of a big test like field day is sorting through potential dupes. 
Computer logging makes everything so much faster and easier. 


The best ones are the programs that you don't have to explicitly tell to 
dupe check. They are doing it as you are typing in the call and flag up 
potential dupes for you. TR-Log does this and is one of the great ones. 
It does everything but shoot the lines over the trees and fry the bacon.

I concur that the problem is probably not ground loops, but likely a metallic 
contact issue. 


I've seen something similar with power-type relays used for antenna T/R. After a 
while the contacts corroded enough that the extremely low energy of received 
signals could not get thru an (oxide?) coating on the relay so the receiver 
sounded 

"dead" but the transmitter worked fine. An ohmmeter check showed high resistance 
on the receiver side of the relay. But after reconnecting the relay and pumping 
the 

transmitter power thru the contacts, the resistance was fine. 


Aha, problem solved - almost. The relay was conected the original way and worked 
fine initially but after some weaks the problem reoccured. The finx there was to 
use 

a realy with "dry" contacts that did not require appreciable current thru them to 
maintain conductivity. 


If you similar contact-type difficulty perhaps using a contact cleaner/preserver 
might help. 


Or it might be an altogether different effect...

2-56 NYLON is almost impossible to find, and when you do, you'll faint 
from the prices. We have been unsuccessful getting them for the lab at 
work. The reason we were given is nylon just isn't strong enough at 
diameters much below 4-40, such that the nylon bolt will snap off inside 
the nut as soon as you begin to tighten it up. Very intolerant to much 
torque. We purchased some 2-56 nylon hardware that was strengthened with 
polycarbonate (I think) for higher strength, but the last time we tried 
to order, a nut and bolt ended up costing nearly a buck apiece. Ouch! 
That is NOT keeping with the QRP is SMALLER ... budget wise anyway :-) 


But if anyone does know of a source for 2-56 nylon hardware that won't 
snap as soon as you tighten the nut, please let us know. 


PS - And the polycarbonate and other stuff added to strengthen it also 
lowered it's dielectric constant/insulation properties drastically.

They're out there, but not that common. TI have ones for 5v (came 
with my DI-701 residential gateway), 9v, and 12v. The 9v one came 
with another D-Link product, and the 12v one is a 'switcher' (the 5v 
one is too) that output 1.5amp and I use for my K2 when it's on the 
bench. 


The accurate ones are not going to be the cheap $6 or so things 
at Radio Shack. 


BUT, Radio Shack now list in their catalog which adapters are 
regulated and which aren't. Unfortunately, their 'regular' adapters 
are only regulated at 1.5v, 3v, and 4.5v. The other values are just 
‘filtered’. 


HOWEVER, they DO list 'multi-voltage' adapters and a FEW of them 

are regulated. The 273-1662 is listed as filtered and regulated with 
up to 300ma, and switchable outputs of 1.5v, 3v, 4.5v, 6v, 7.5v, 9v, 
and 12v. It's only $13. Give up the 1.5v output, and for $15 you can 
get 800ma. 


I don't know how well they are regulated. You'd have to determine that 
yourself.

HISTORIC MORSE CODE RADIO STATION RETURNS TO THE AIR 
Former "Wireless Giant of the Pacific" Will Once Again Be Heard 


22 JUNE 2000 (MRHS) - The former Marconi and RCA Morse code 
radio station KPH will make a commemorative broadcast on 
Wednesday, 12 July, the first anniversary of the last commercial 
Morse code transmission in North America. 


KPH began life at the dawn of radio. Its first home was the 

Palace Hotel in San Francisco, from which it derived its first call 
letters, PH. When the Palace Hotel was destroyed in the 1906 
earthquake and fire the station moved to several different locations, 
eventually finding a permanent home on the mesa west of the small 
California town of Bolinas. Along the way federal regulators added 
the K prefix to the original PH, creating KPH, one of the most 
famous radio call signs in the world. 


Radio operators ashore and afloat came to regard KPH as "the 
wireless giant of the Pacific". Only the best operators worked at 
KPH. They were there 24 hours a day, ready to help with 

everything from the mundane messages of maritime commerce to 

urgent requests for assistance from ships in distress. The KPH 
signal literally spanned the globe. Radio operators on ships in the 
far corners of the world were comforted by the steady signal of KPH 
in their earphones. 


As technology progressed the end of Morse code was predicted 

many times. But KPH soldiered on providing good, reliable service 
to the maritime community. The end came at Bolinas in 1997 when 
Globe Wireless purchased the license and the big transmitters were 
finally shut down. On July 12, 1999 Globe Wireless sent the last 
commercial messages in Morse code from KFS, their master station 
near Half Moon Bay. It was the last time the famous call KPH would 
be heard on the air - or so it was thought. 


Today the former KPH facilities are part of the Point Reyes National 
Seashore which has a strong interest in the important role the 
station played in the history of radio communications. The Maritime 
Radio Historical Society has been working with the Point Reyes 
National Seashore to preserve and restore KPH with the goal of 
eventually creating a museum dedicated to this great station that was 
once heard throughout the world. 


On 12 July KPH will return to the air from its original location, using 
its original equipment and its original frequencies - generously made 
available by Globe Wireless, the current owner of the KPH license 

and operator of the equally famous KFS from which the last 


commercial Morse message was sent. 


Veteran operators, radio engineers and those with an interest in 

radio history will gather at the Bolinas transmitter building to watch 
the station come on the air one year and one minute after the last 
Morse transmission from Half Moon Bay. Commemorative 

messages will be sent by hand by the operators who once stood 

watch at the station. And then they will listen for any calls from the 
few remaining ships at sea with Morse capability. 


While this event does not signal the return of KPH to commercial 
Morse service we intend it to acknowledge and honor all the radio 
operators who have "worn the earphones" and played a role in the 
history of maritime radio. 


The station will operate on 4247.0, 6477.5 and 13002.0Kc on 
shortwave and 500/426Kc. on medium wave. If additional 
frequencies become available by 12 July these will be announced in 
the commemorative broadcast.

Had something similar in final stages of failure of one of the MFJ 
switches. I have been using one to switch between my 570s and the 
Sierra. The Sierra worked great. But I found the 570s was cutting back 
on power anytime I got over 50 watts. I played around with the thing for 
month. If I kicked in the auto tuner on the 570s the problem seems to 
lessen. I had a SWR meter after the switch and it always said I had a 
good match to the antenna even without using the tuner. I even switch in 
another rig and ran it at 100 watts. That seemed the cure the problem so 
I had concluded it was a rig problem with the SWR protection circuit and 
kept the power down below 50 watts. 


Finally a week or so ago I got your problem. The rig did not seem to want 
to hear. The Sierra continued to work great. It turned out to be the MFJ 
ant switch that was the problem. When I opened it up, I could see clear 
signs of arcing inside the switch on the 570s side of the thing. I 
didn't try to find the problem I just tossed the thing and replaced it 
with a Daiwa I had as a spare. Everything now is working just fine. The 
570s puts out full power. 


In the future I'll stay with the Daiwa or the Alpha-Delta ones. I'll pay 
the extra price and be more comfortable using them.
